The Southern Farmers ‘‘Stick."’ 


Hon. George Hoadley has given 
out some figures which indicate 
what the movement of farmers 
out of the southern districts of 
the Province is likely to amount 
to, The Pro and Dominion 
Governments and‘ the railways 
have combined to give free trans- 
portation for the family and ef- 
fecta of a farmer in the dry ‘belt 
who fhas found that he cannot 
make good there, who is not cir- 
cumstanced {to keep on trying, and 
who wishes to move to a part of 
the province where rainfall is 
more ample. The Dominion Gov- 
ernment offers the further in- 
ducement of allowing a party who 
has homesteaded in a southern dis- 
trict, and failed there, to take a 
new homestead in northern or cen- 
tral Alberta. Thus far there have 
been only 115 ‘applications for 
help, and of these only 23 sare 
really being assisted to change 
their locations. It is to be pup- 
posed that the applicants will in- 
crease as time goes on. But the 
immediate response does not evi- 
dence any general desire on the 
part of the southern farmers to 
move, On the contrary it estab- 
lishes that the overwhelming ma- 
jority of them don’t want to 
move, and will not move when of- 
fered these substantial measures 
of assistance. Whatever Toronto 
papers and other outside parties 
may think pbout jt, the dry belt 
farmers still have faith in the 
country. A general exodus and 
a turning back of the region to 
ranching is mot practically (pos- 
sible. That may as well be aban- 
@oned as one of the things not at 
all likely jto occur, fhowever de- 
sirable it might be from some 
atand-points, and whether or not 
the result would ‘be to the advan- 
tage of the parties most con- 
cerned. The southern farmers 
will not get out unless they are 
bought out, and neither the Pro- 
vince nor the Dominion has the 
money or the obligation to buy 
them out, and thus compel a gen- 
eral evacuation of the dry pelt. 

Another thing may as well also 
be taken for granted: the Pro- 
vince cannot go on indefinitel 
backing the farmers in the semi- 
arid tract to continue a method 
of farming that is designed for 
a region of more generous and as- 
sured rainfall. There is a limit 
beyond which it (would not be just 
to apend public money to try to 
make farming by the ordinary 
methods succes#ful in that coun- 
try. The gouth has fair to good 
crops this year, but the proceeds 
will be swallowed up in paying 
the losses incurred in several sea- 
sons when the soil has hardly re- 
turned the seed sown upon it. 
With variations in degree, it must 
be expected that the future will 
be a repetition of the past, and 

t the good years ‘will be too 

and far between to make up 
for the bad years and give the 
farmers a reasonable average re- 
turn for their labor and invest- 
ment. i 

Since the dry belt cannot be 
evacuated, and since the farming 
practice common elsewhere is too 
much pf a gamble there to make 
agriculture a stable and normal- 
ly prosperous business, there is 
only one thing to be done. That 
is to change the system of ffarm- 
ing so as to fit in better with the 
local conditions. That may in- 
volve changing the kind of crops 
grown. It will certainly mean the 
adaptation of methods of culti- 
vation to the peculiar circum- 
stances. It will probably involve 
en extensive and persistent policy 
ef tree-planting. In what direc- 
@ions changes may have to be 
made it is impossible to foresee. 
These are things that only ex- 

rts can find out, and that only 
by experimentation. Experimen-

Wheat Pools in Australia. 
Farmers in several of the staten 
of the Australian Commonwealth 
are forming voluntary pools in the 
hope of getting better prices for 
their wheat. The Commonwealth 
Government is said to guarantee 
the price up (to 89 cents. That 
means that the Government etands 
to make up the difference, if there 
is any, between what the wheat 
aells for and the guaranteed price. 
As the pools are voluntary they do 
not involve abolishing the private 
rights of the farmer, as was pro- 
posed in the compulsory pool at- 
tempted to be set up by the Gov- 
ernments of Saskatchewan and Al- 
berta. The risk to the public is 
of course the same; perhaps great- 
er, because it does not seem to 
matter at what price the pools sell 
the wheat, since they can call upon 
the taxpayers to make up the 
balance, |} + >. ; 
A Turn-Over at Rome. "7" 
Italy bas a new Government, 
established by direct methods. 
That the revolution was bloodless, 
or almost #0, w1s apparently due 
to the prudence of the rival fac- 
tions, who stood on good behavior 
when the Fascisti army invaded 
Rome and instalied the new Minis- 
try. What the change indicates is 
not very clear. It is proclaimed 
as having ‘‘saved the country from 
Bolshevism,’’ and the Fascisti are 
the petuliar enemies of the com- 
munists and socialists. On the 
other hand the new Premier was 
run out of Switzerland for carry- 
ing on socialist propaganda some 
years ago, and later on had to 
leave Austria for like reasons. His 
administration, however, has 
pledged allegiance to the King and 
signified its intention to stand by 
the Allies. If it does that the out- 


side world may not be greatly in- 
terested in the youthful aberra- 
tions and escapades of the

The Tax Question. 
Britain’s new chancellor of the 
exchequer has just told the elec- 
tors that they cannot expect any 
immediate reduction in taxation. 
That may be the fact, but it rather 
looks like bad election tactics to 
say eo. The new Government is 
supposed to stand for economy, all 
round, and of the kind that really 
means reduced expenditure and 
lighter taxation. If a Conservative 
Government cannot promise an 
early instalment of that it is not 
clear upon what ground it expects 
to win. Mr. Churchill says it is 
possible to lop off 50 million 
unds from the annual expense 
ill forthwith, and that the late 
Government was just on the eve of 
doing it when the collapse came. 
Perhaps that is an expression of 
belated repentance, but it ties the 
coalitionists up to the point that 
that much money can be saved im- 
mediately and that it ought to be 
done. If the British taxpayer is as 
strong for tax reduction as he has 
been claimed to be—and he likely 
is—he must be in a quandry just 
now as to who he should vote for 
in order to get the reduction, And 
if he does not back the Bonar Law 
Government solidly its chances 
will go glimmering. Mr. Stanley 
Baldwin may be a financier, 
but his first contribution to the 
party's campaign appeal! does not 
orove that he is a good vote-getter.
